TANGIER, Morocco, Dec. 30.—Sultan Ab- 
dul Aziz is hard pressed by the pretender 
to the throne of Morocco. The rebels sur- 
round Fez, the Sultan’s strongest capital, 
and it will probably fall into their hands. 

The situation in Morocco is causing anx- 
iety in Madrid. The government has de- 
cided to concentrate troops at Malaga 


ity of sending a warship to Tangier. 

England and France are also concerned 
about the situation. 

The gates of Fez are shut, shops are 
closed. The European colony of Fez, num- | 
bering about 20 persons, is taking no steps 
to leave the towh, and appears to be satis- 
fied that it is in no imminent danger, al- 
though the situation is regarded as serious, 
lt ts said that the pretender’s followers 
have received numerous additions since his 
successes, and he is already negotiating 
with the tribes of the Wedmaweb valley. 

The population of Fez is generally hostile 
to the Sultan and ready to acknowledge any 
pretender who will guarantee the town 
from pillage. 

The Rise of 
the Pretender. 

For three months Morocco has been in 

a state of unrest, rather worse than usual, 


owing to the insurrection of the preten- 
der. At first the government of the Sul- 
tan took little notice of the matter. The 
pretender, whose name is ar u 
prociaimed himself on a divine mission an 
at first confined himseif to preaching a holy 
war against Christians among the Berber 
Mountain tribe of Ghiata, the most igno- 
rant, superstitious and fanatical ttibe. in 
Morocco. Gatning a fair amount of ‘suc- 
cess, he proclaimed himself a’ brother of 
the present Sultan, and declared that he 
was working in accordahce with the de- 
sires of the inhabitants of Fez, the capital 
of the country, Who were only awaiting his 
arrival to proclaim him Sultan.

Giron, and that documentary proofs -have 
reen found showing that the elopement had 
long been in preparation.

The crown princess’ own account of the 
immediate caus: of her filght from wsaiz- 
burg, written to an intimate friend, pre- 
sumably the Princess Therswe of Bavaria, 
was telegraphed from Munich this morning.
